The purchasing 
power of a miner's earnings now is 
less than before the strike of 1'JW—less 
by from 30 to 40 per cent. 


The coal trust says it cannot afford 


to raise wages. 


President Mitchell's answer to this 


assertion is to show how enormous are 
the profits of the trust. "While. accord- 
Ing to President Olyphant, 13 cents ppr 
ton represents the operators' increased 
cost of production in 1901. 39 cents per 
ton, as compared with 1000, represents 
the increased value of the product to 
the operators." 


The consumer has had to pay this 


great increase to the coal trust, which 
pleads poverty when tbe minor*, ask 
for a small part of it. 


The averagt yearly fatalities in the 


mines during tbe la^t decade were 437. 
In 1901 there were 4R4 fatal accidents 
and 1,256 that were not fatal. 
"This 


means that for every 119,000 tons of 
coal brought to the surface one per- 
son is killed and more than two seri- 
ously injured. It means that for each 
day tbe mines nre in operation more 
than two persons' lives are sacrificed 
and more than five persons are injured. 
Eight times ns many men and boys 
are killed and injured annually In tho 
anthracite coal mines of Pennsylvania 
as were killed and wounded from the 
American ranks in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war in Cuba." 


It is only by orgnniy.in^ and acting as 


a unit that the mine workers enri hope 
to extort better wages. Therefore tlie 
•"«al trust, itself the closest of unions, 
<k-c/ares war on the union principle— 
and asks for the sympathy of the pub- 
lic!

It appears tbat the I'nited (iarwent 


Workers of America nnd soia" labor 
officiwK at St. I.o;:i^ had instituted :i 
boycott a gat ii >t a ciot :::>.;; i:r:u Joasj; 
business in the city iiuiurtl. Circulars 
had been published ac-1 d.'-ktril.utt-J to 
the public ar-kiug it, for reasons set 
forth, to withhold patronage from th< 
firm in question. The boycotted com- 
pany tad applied for an injunction to 
restrain the- unionists and their f rie-nds 
from issuing and scattering the circu- 
lars. The court of the tirst" instance 
denied the application, and the supreme 
coirt affirmed the judgment. 


It was not claimed by the company 


that the l>oycott circulars contained 
libelous, fnlbe or malicious statements. 
Ilad that been alleged and proved, a 
different question would have been 
presented. All that was asserted was 
that the circulars injured the business 
of the complainant, and it was as- 
sumed that the courts bad the power 
and were bound under the general law 
as to property rights to prevent the 
continuance of such injury, 


"Xo," says the supreme court; "we 


have no such right or power. The 
constitution of Missouri guaranteed the 
freedom of speech and publication on 
all subjects and made those who 
abused such freedom responsible at 
law for such abuse. That is, if the 
abuse was proved, damages might he 
secured. But to restrain the publica- 
tion of boycottiug circulars would be a 
violation of the rinht of free sppcch." 


We do not soe how this reasoning 


can be successfully challenged. 
To 


say, as some do, that the decision le- 
galizes systematic libel is absurd. There 
are laws ou the statute books of Mis- 
souri against libel, and the boycotted 
firm is free to avail itself of the rights 
under tho law. 


When a boycott circular contains li- 


belous stateaiouts, the offense consist:) 
In the libel arid not in the boycotting. 
Where the advice or the appeal of the 
boycottprs Is based upon true allega- 
tions no charge of libel will lie. An 
injury to property may result, but this 
injury is the result of the actions of 
the boycotted party. It is not to be 
supposed that the public will boycott a 
man who has done nothing wrong or 
unjust. 


However, It should be recognized that 


the Missouri supremo court did not de- 
cide that boycotting was legal. 
It 


simply decided that the constitutional 
right of free speech was a limitation 
npon the remedy of the injunction 
writ. In a number of cases the courts 
have enjoined the publication of boy- 
cotting circulars, but the question of 
froc speech, so far as I am aware, was 
not r.iised in any of those cases. 
The 


Missouri decision establishes an im- 
portant precedent and opens to organ- 
ised labor a new line of defense against 
the abuse of tho injunction, for in uiost 
of the states of i)i-> I'nion there arc 
constitutional provif-ii>i>s securing the 
right of 1'ieo speech and free publica- 
tion.—Samuel (j

While we have us-t-d ev- 
ery effort to turn back th£ tide of Chi- 
ne** immigration, bt>lk-\ ing tb.it in so 
doing we have successfully opjMi&cd 
tbe lowest class of labor in the world, 
we have been unmindful of the t-rrible 
wave of labor not oae tvhit^U'Ufr in 
earning capacity, intelligence or morals 
than the "yellow peril" that br-.s met 
the- determined opposition of tbe work- 
Ing people of this country. 


.The statistics of immigration for tb:s 


year are appalling, and when ib<* char- 
acter of the newcomers, their i;n:o- 
ranee and willingness to work for any- 
thing offered are considered the condi- 
tions tbat a.*»possible through their be- 
ing turned into tbe labor market :-.re sc 
threatening that immediate attention 
to tbe restriction of immigration is ap- 
parent. From southern and eastern Eu- 
rope they are coming by the thousands, 
seeking better working conditions in 
the land which all of them believe is a 
land of wealth and promise to tbe 
workers of the world. 


Every shipload of this class of labor- 


ers makes the conditions of those al- 
ready here that much harder. The num- 
ber seeking employment is increased, 
the employers are in a position to make 
their own terms in tbe -way of hours 
and wages, and this is particularly 
easj- when the newcomers are used to 
cheap living and low wages. \Yhile 
times are prosperous and work is not 
so difficult to get this question of over- 
crowding is not so noticeable, but when 
hard times come again and these thou- 
sands tramp to the souphouses, clamor 
for bread and accept work at any price 
Ihe neglect of the American people in 
l<ermittiug its shores to be made the 
flumping ground for the undesirable 
Classes of Europe will be in evidence. 
but no remedy will be at hand to ame- 
liorate the conditions. 


The Journal maintains that every 


man coming to this country whose 
ideas of living are below the earning 
capacity of the workmen of this coun- 
try is a dangerous person to the wel 
fare of the American workmen. The 
evidence of this statement is at hand 
In the low price paid for this class of 
employment. The poor wages and long 
bouts attendant to the employment of 
European labor have their influences 
against the shortening of the workday 
and tae raising of. tbe wages of the 
better class of labor, and this state- 
ment is demonstrated in the fact that, 
while the manufacturing industries 
produced one-fourth more for each 
workman, wages have not increased 
to anything like a fair comparison. If 
wages tife to be maintained, this cnt- 
tliroat competition of tbe corporation 
and the padrone must be restricted and 
some intelligent method of handling 
the question must be adopted or the 
labor of this country mu&t be assim- 
ilated by the overwhelming mass of 
cheap, immoral, ignorant workmen 
who, following the-natural trend of af- 
fairs, seek the most promising country 
to better their own condition. 


The labor organizations are awafee 


to this danger, but they have not con 
fined themselves to the solution of tho 
-question of restriction ns determinedly 
as they should. There is some reason 
for this indifference owing to the. fact 
that some of the organizations lune 
many foreigners in their membership 
whose feelings would be injured at tho 
suggestion of keeping out their friends 
Politics takes a peculiar turn in the 
matter, for there are so many districts 
where the foreign population has the 
controlling vote that politicians are 
afraid to injure the racial feelings of 
their constituents and so discourage 
every effort made that might be con- 
strued as discriminating against a cer- 
tain race. The sentimentalists who are 
working to save the world from the 
wrath to come also exert considerable 
influence by demanding that the door 
be left open to tho "poor benighted," 
etc., but the large corporations, trans- 
portation companies and others need- 
ing cheap labor are working in har- 
mony to flood the land with the cheap- 
est labor that the world affords.— Rail 
road Trainmen's Journal. 


Principles M«»t Be 


•tood «nd Clo.cly Followed. 


A matter of farm economy often 


cverlooked Is that of right ujilkiug. 
Anybody on the farm who can squeeze 


stream of milk out of a cow's teat is 


set at the task. And those who do not 
know now, provided they are a part of 
the farm's -working force, are made to 
learn. Milking IB a chore not requiring 
much strength and on the ordinary 
tana considered as not requiring great 
skilL If the cows have any milk, the 
ordinary milker can get it Wbat more 
Is asked? 


When batter Is sold for 12 cents per 


pound, there is no incentive to pains- 
taking milking, bat where m!ik or but- 
ter has become one of the farm's staple 
products care in milking is worth 
while. The large number of cows on. 
some farms, to be sore, requires all the 
help available, but the youngsters and 
inexperienced men should be well 
taught before they become regular 
helpers. 


The first principle of teaching should 


be cleanliness. A milker with eiotht-i 
so grimy that particles of dirt and dust 
fall into the milk and ..whose hands 
could be benefited by soapsuds needs 
a lesson; ditto the person who sticks 
his fingers into the milk pail or milk* 
on his hands so as to wet the cows' 
teats. In addition to cleanliness on tho 
part of the milker care in thoroughly 
brushing off the cows' udders should 
be insisted upon and particular care 
that either through kicking, switching 
or otherwise none of the stable's tilth 
gets into the milk. The best way to 
guard against such accidents is to havo 
the stable clean. 


After cleanliness comes efficiency. It 


includes good ways of holding the teat, 
rapidity and thoroughness of milking. 
The teat, if not too short, should be 
grasped with the whole hand, the in- 
dex finger and thumb pressing, as the 
hand closes, a little more firmly than 
the lower fingers, thus forcing the milk 
downward instead of upward. Milking 
with the thumb and one or two fingers, 
slipping them down the teat, is to be 
condemned, since it is neither quicker 
nor easier than the whole hand way 
and calls for the filthy practice of wet- 
ting the teats. Thoroughness means 
getting the last and richest drop. It is 
necessary to milk dry, all dairymen 
know, if the cow is to be kept up with 
her milk. Rapidity of milking, unless 
it be violent, stimulates the niilk flow. 


Finally comes the treatment of the 


cow. It is of great importance, with 
the nervous cow perhaps of first impor- 
tance. Singing of a boisterous kind, 
whistling, chattering, loud talking, to 
say nothing of rough handling, certain- 
ly does not make the cow more com- 
fortable and therefore cannot be con- 
ducive to a full, steady flow of milk. 
And do not treat the cow to an indif- 
ferent milker every day and to irregu- 
lar hours of milking. Because of mere 
changing about of milkers we have 
frequently noticed in herds of fifteen 
or twenty cows a decrease of 10 per 
cent in a day's milk. Let each cow be- 
come acquainted with her milker and 
let the milker stick by her. 


All of the^e things— cleanliness, effi- 


ciency and careful treatment of the 
cow — are matters of economy, for if all 
the cow has is to be got from her and 
the product is to be marketed in first 
class style they must receive attention. 
They must be taught the uew milkers. 
-Homestead.

fears with pea vine ensilage, for which 
I have paid §2 per ton for what I 
have bought All it has cost me is haul- 
ing the overplus from the factory, says 
Frank Lawler in American Agricul- 
turist I commence feeding twice a 
day. 
After milking I feed eight or tea 


pounds per cow. After they eat this 
I give them coarse fodder, what they 
will cleau up. I gradually increase the 
mess of ensilage to twenty or twenty- 
Qve pounds per feeding. I give them 
all they will clean up after they get 
used to it, with hay or stalks at noon. 


My experience has been ttro years' 


feeding hvith good results. When I 
change from ensilage to hay or corn- 
stalks, I find the flow of .milk decreases 
to some extent. To get tne* best results 
in feeding pea ensilage the grain ration 
should be two-thirds wheat bran, one- 
third gluten menl. I find my cbws stay 
In good health and fine condition, with 
large flow of milk. I have a small dairy 
of (seventeen graded Holatein cows, 
^tcy ore considered the leading dairy 
herd at the Canastota milk station, tak- 
ing the number Into consideration. 


Make Silo Tit the Herd.

Arsenic In the 'Window* of 


an Ordinary House to lyill a. Regi- 
ment of Men—Procc-KK of tbe Tank- 
boose and the Potbonne. 
People \vlio have glass windows Jn 


their bomes do not know that ine glats 
contains enough arsenic to make it a 
deadly poison. Glassmakers say that 
the windows of au ordinary home con- 
tain enough of this poison to kill a reg- 
im&it of men. The popular supposition 
that glass is made of sand is a corrt-ct 
one, but a quantity ot" other articles en- 
ters into its composition. 


Window glass factories are divided 


into two departments, a tankhpuse and 
•a pothouse. The process of glassmak- 
ing to one of these departments is prac- 
tically the same as in the other. In the 
tankhouse the glass is all melted in Im- 
mense tanks which will bold thou- 
. sands of tons. In the pothouse the 
| glass is made in pots. 
! After the fires are lighted and j^tanji 
I is heated the glass mixture is shoveled 
i in. It includes glass left over from the 
! former season, glass refuse, sand and 
salt cake. Arsenic is not used in the 
tankhouse for the reason that the heat 
is so intense that the drug is volatilized 
and escapes into the air without enter- 
ing the mixture. As one mixture melts 
and flows to one end of a tank fresh 
supplies are shoveled in at the other 
end. 


The 
molten 
mass 
seethes 
and 


"works" in a manner similar to thnt of 
a mash in a distillery. From the salt 
cake comes a salt water that has to be 
separated from the mass, and the easi- 
est way to remove it is to burn it out. 
This is done by throwing stove wood 
into the tank on top of the molten 
glass. 
The water is converted into 


steam, which is destroyed by the in- 
tense heat from the glass. The melted 
glass is then skimmed by an automatic 
skimmer, and it is ready for the gath- 
erer. 


A gatherer thrusts a long steel blow- 


pipe into one of the rings at the lower 
end of the tank. He twists and turns 
it until a small ball of glass gathers on 
the end. This ball is partially cooled, 
polished by being turned in a bos of 
sawdust and then passed on to the 
blower, who heats it again until it be- 
comes like taffy. 
The blower swings 


the ball over a pit that is twelve feet 
deep and rapidly blows it into an elon- 
gated pear shape. 
When a blovrcr is 


through, the melted glass becomes a 
perfect cylinder about 5 feet long and 
2 feet across. It then passes to a "snap- 
per," who takes it to a rack and breaks 
the roller loose from the blowpipe. 


The snapper gathers a small lump 


of melted gluss on the end of a rod 
and dexterously runs a narrow ribbon 
of the stuff around the ends of the 
roller, both at the blowpipe end and 
the closed end. The little ribbons of 
melted glass cool in a few seconds, 
when they are removed, leaving a nar- 
row zone of almost redhot 
glass 


around the rollers at each end. Then: 
taking a tool that resembles a soldering 
iron, the snapper rubs it for a moment 
on his forehead, and when the point of 
it is moistened with perspiration he 
runs the iron around the rollers at the 
heated spot. 
The glass cracks and 


separates as cleanly as if cut with a 
diamond, the blowpipe is removed, and 
the closed cylinder has become a roller 
and is then ready to go to the fl.it- 
ten er. 


The fl.ittencr works in another part 


of the building, where are located the 
Rattening ovens. These ovens are heut- 
ed to u ti-iiipi'i-aturc; sufficient to soften 
the glns^ MJ that it may be rolled out 
into sheets. A series of fireclay tables 
placed in a circle like the spokes of a 
wheel revoke in the ovens, and on 
these tables the rollers are flattened. 
'.They are placed inside, allowed to be- 
come hot, and then a cold iron is run 
along the inside from end to end. Tho 
contact of the iron cuts the glass, 
which is then straightened out upon 
tho table. 


The flattenpr has a number of billets 


of green wood attached to long iron 
handles, and with these billets, which 
are shaped In such a manner as to do 
the woi-k expected of them, he "irons" 
the softened sheet of glass until it is 
perfectly flat and smooth. The tables 
inside the oven revolve, the flattened 
sheet is carried away, and another roll- 
er is brought into position before the 
flattener. As the flattened sheets cool 
they are lifted to n. place on a long 
traveling rack, on which they aro by 
stages removed from the ovens, being 
allowed to cool as they go. This is done 
in order that the glass may not be 
shattered by too quick an exposure to 
the air. 


When the sheets are 1aken from Iho 


flattening ovens, they are covered with 
a greasy, dirty looking coat of chem- 
icals—soda, potnsh, silicates of the dif- 
ferent salts, etc.—which must be re- 
moved, and for this purpose tho rough 
sheets are placed in an acid bath com- 
posed of hydrochloric und sulphuric 
acids more or less diluted. After their 
immersion in this bath tho shoots aro 
taken to the cutting room, where work- 
men cut them into .sizes and make 
them ready for the packers. Hardly u 
scrap of the glass except the rough 
edges is wasted. In fact, none Is wnst- 
cd, as all refuse goes back to bo melt- 
ed. After tho cutters have finished 
their work tho glass is packed In boxes 
end Is then ready for tho market.—In- 
dianapolis News.

Lasting Superstitions That 


About the Arcli of Promise. 


"Rainbow gold" used to be the warp 


and woof of many a childish dream. 
The pot of treasure buried "where the 
end of the bow touches the ground" 
has been searched for by trusting chil- 
dren again and again. 
The present 


:eneration of childhood is so blase, 
however, that such gentle fantasies are 
Jint to be received with scorn. 


There are many lasting superstitions 


connected with the arch of promise, 
however. In many countries the rain- 
bow is spoken of as being a great bent 
pump or siphon tube, drawing water 
from the sea by mechanical means. 


In parts of Russia, in the Don coun- 


try and also in Moscow and vicinity, 
the rainbow is known by a word which 
is equivalent to "the bent water pipe.'" 
In nearly all Slavonic dialects It is 
known by terms signifying "the cloud 
siphon," and in Hungary it(is ''the 
pump," "Xoah's pump" or "God's 
pump." 


in the province of Charkov, Russia, 


the rainbow is said to drain the wells, 
and to prevent this many are provided 
with heavy, tight fitting stone plat- 
forms. In the province of Saratov the 
bow is said to be under the control of 
three angels, one of whom pumps the 
water, the second "feeds" the clouds, 
and the third semls,the rain. 


The Malayan natives call it by the 


same name that they do the banded 
water cobra, only that they add ''boba," 
meaning double headed, the equivalent 
in Emrlish being "the double headed 
water snake."

If they can touch the rainbow they will 
nt once have silver heads, eyes of ruby 
and teeth of gold. In Greece they say 
that the person so unfortunate as to 
stumble over the end of the rainbow 
will have his or her sex changed in- 
stantly.

Since JlKiO our 
progress has been rapid, and at present 
we have twice the number of members 
in good standing that we had under 
the old dues system, and we have at 
present nuariy ?100,oOO In our treasury 
in spite of the fact tbat we have been 
paying thousands of dollars in the last 
two years for sick and death, benefits. 


"At the start in 1S09 we had fifty 


•tamp factories on our list Today we 
have over 200. We also have many 
manufacturers of shoe trade supplies, 
who also employ members of this 
union and use our union label on their 
products. Our increase in union stamp 
factories has been in the main due to 
our policy of granting the union stamp 
to the njannfacturer under existing 
conditions at the time of his applica- 
tion for the stamp, with no charge, 
either direct or indirect, and in letting 
all matters of wages that cannot be 
mutually settled between the employer 
and employees be referred to a board 
of arbitration, which insures the em- 
ployer against strikes or cessation of 
work at any time and also insures the 
employee against loss of time through 
strikes, which has always heretofore 
been a bad feature to our organization. 


"I might say that since we have been 


under the new system of high dues 
and benefits a shoe worker once joining 
our organization takes more pains to 
keep his dues paid up and shows a 
stronger desire to keep from suspen- 
sion than he did under the old system. 
This has enabled us to enforce disci- 
pline among our members and make 
our contract valuable to the manufac- 
turer."

The income of the American Federa- 


tion of Labor for the year ending April 
30 was $331,000, and the amount of 
per capita tar paid into that body from 
national and international unions is 
but one-third of a cent per member 
per month. At the end of last April 
1,100,000 members were paying per 
capita tin into the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and it is estimated that 
at least £0 per cent more might be 
added from the fact that many unions 
do not pay on their Cull membership. 
In addition there are 370 city central 
bodies affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, and as most of 
them have unattached unions it can 
be seen that the membership of the 
American Federation of Labor Is much 
larger than is shown in the amount of 
per capita tax paid.
